Will tho (;nl tod States, with Its largo ratio of in- 


crcaso In population, with which the meat produuction 
by no means keeps puce, bu able In tho future to feed 
Itself? 


Muxt Europe and the Cnlted States curtail their meat 


consumption? 
There IH no need to take a pessimist's view In an- 


swering any of these questions. 
The meat proposition 


.lo already serious. It Us true; but this is because we sire at the turning 
of tho ways ami not because the Immediate) future, or even the future 
.for some hundreds of years at least, presents any rua! difficulty to tne 
volution of thlx proposition. 
Leaving out of consideration all questions Involving the so-caned 


meat trust, tho tariff, etc., and looking ut the mutter simply as a 
'question of economy In meat production, there IH no need to fear e. 
'famine, nor ought there to bo any feiir of high prices to limit the con- 
sumption. 
A number of factors enter into tho world's pr«sont meat problem, 


one of tho most important, of which lu tho change In conditions undrr 
.which meat has been produced in the United States. The change from 
'range to farm production of beef cuttle nnd the Improved shipping fa- 
'cllltlPB for corn, which latter has revolutionized the hog Industry, have 
together upset the balance In the moat market. 
Unlimited freo range 
W government lands made cheap meat, but the taking up of these 
ilaniiH by settlers, and particularly the taking up of land around water 
•Inlten has changed the whole situation. 
Tho exten- 


sion of railways and an Improved service has given 
;tho western farmer a choice, either to sell his corn or 
!to fi;cd for meat., where formerly lie had no choice; It 
iwim either liogn or cease raising corn. He raised hogs 
ibecauso ho was forced to U, mid ho bought range beef. 
:cattle to put them In condition for the market by feed- 
ing for u tow monthM with a part of his surplus grain. 


Tho ruining (if cattle on the free ranges of the west 


;waB tho cheapest muhod of moat production at tho 
:tlmo practised In the I'nltinl States, but It Is a question 
•whether benf may not now be produced, and IH not now 
.produced ?>y n. few fanners, even cheaper than on tho 
iweslorn ranges In tho past. 


The poor quality of ration moat, which necessitated 


inovoral months of faun feeding and euro In order to 
;b« gotten In condition for the market, the groat losses 
.In tho herds «ln« to Insufficient food and water, and 
;tho luck of wln'.or nholtor made tho business of cattlo 
•raising on tbo woHlerii plains a more or loss uncertain 
•and precarious Industry.

iStutos Is n funning proposition, arid 
lllco all other 


'questions fionnnoti-d with tho national agriculture de- 
pends for Its nallsfuctory solution upon tho Improvement of farm meth- 
ods. To remain a meal-exporting country, lands must bo brought up 
to the rcnroptmn standard of production. 
At that standard, or even 


considerably hulow, farming In the I.'nlterl States pays, and pays well, 
mid In no way bettor than by turning grass and grain Into meat. But 
until tho t/'nitfid States adjusts Itself to tho changed conditions and can 
Hgaln enter tho European marker, as a competitor with Argentina, Uru- 
Kiiuy and Australia for tho moat trade, whore will Europe, and even 
the ('lilted States, should It havo a temporary need for meat, secure 
their supplies? 


Tho answer to tills question 
Ifi not difficult. 
It is only surprising 


that It has not boon morn fully recognized. 


Tho broad plains of Mexico and Central 


America, of VonozuoU and Colombia, tho Ama- 
zon region of Kritzll. Uolivla, Peru and Kcua- 
dor rival. If ttioy do not i.-xcol tho famed pam- 
•puu of ArKontlno and L'ruguuy us chonp meat- 
producing dlstrlcl.il. 


In tho country of tho Oronoco alone, Vene- 


zuela, and onsterti Colombia, there In an area 
of territory more than equal to Franco, Ger- 
many, tho Netherlands, Belgium and Denmark, 
'or ten times tho slzo of tho stato of New York, 
which has Itst superior as a cattle country In 
no part of the world, If Indeed It has anywhoro 
Its oquul. 


Mexico otters many advantages to the stock 


raiser. 
Tho conditions there are thoso with 


which' stockmen from tho United States are 
moro or loss familiar, which last fact, In part, 
accounts for tho largo Investments of Ameri- 
can capital made In this Industry within the 
last fow years In Mexico. Cattlemen own tho 
land In largo traces of from 100,000 to 1.000,000 
acres acquired from tho government by grant 
'and at a very low figure. 
This prevents the 


•shutting off from water, which has done so 
'much to destroy the rungo Industry in the 
United States. The winters nre mild and there 
la no danger of loss from blizzards—In fact, 
tho grazing Is good all tho year round.

Galloway and 
Aberdeen-Angus crosses also 


produce good results. 


At present the industry Is almost entirely 


local. 
Millions of acres of the finest pas- 


turage in the world, whore the native grasses 
staiul from lua.ee to shoulder high, are unuti- 
lized. 
A tithe of tho capital and enterprise 


which have produced such large results in 
Argentina and Uruguay would make Central 


3,000,000 head of cattle In the country. 
The 


Industry has never since been so flourishing. 
These natural cattle 
lands 
comprise about 


170,000,000 acres ana could easily carry 180,- 
000,000 beef cattle and not be overstocked. 


In the past the Industry has been much, 


hampered in both Columbia and Venezuela by 
government restrictions, monopolies and taxa- 
tion, and the estimates as to the cost of. cattle 
production In consequence vary much. Under 
the same favorable conditions as exist In Mex- 
ico, 
Argentina and Uruguay the llanos 
of 


Colombia and Venezuela can produce cattle 
ready for slaughter at a cost which ought not 
to exceed $2 gold per head. 


In the valley of the Amazon there are no 


such great prairie lands as exist on the Oro- 
noco, yet on the whole there is as much or 
even more first-class cattle country, a consid- 
erable part of which Is )n easy deep-water 
connection with the world's markets. 


The Amazon basin comprises one-eighth of 


the habitable earth and one-half of the most 
fertile portion thereof. In a territory so large 
as this it would be unreasonable not to expect 


producing provinces, as they are also the prin- 
cipal grain producers. 
Next to these come 


La Pampa, Santiago and Salta, each of which 
provinces carries from about 700.000 to 1,000.- 
000 cattle. Then come San Luis, Mendoza. La 
Rioja and Catamarca, averaging about half 
of these numbers. 
In the north. Misiones. 


Formosa and El Chaco, and in the south Rio 
Negro and Chubut are rapidly becoming Im- 
portant cattle districts. 
Even San Juan and 


Neuquen. on the Andean slope, and Santa 
Cruz and Tierra del Fuego, in the extreme 
south, are finding that cattle as well as sheep 
can be raised with profit. 
In fact, there Is 


but little territory in the Argentine Republic 
which is not suitable for either cattle or sheep. 


Beef is exported from the La Plata region 


on the hoof, as salted or as meat extracts, and 
frozen in quarters. 


England is the principal market for South 


American beef. 
The frozen-meat industry In 


the Argentine Republic has grown up sirc« 
the closing of the English market to live 
cattle. 
In the year 1908 the Argentine Republic ex- 


ported 00,916 head of live beef cattle, three- 
fourths of which went to Chile. It exported 
2,295,784 quarters 
(573,9-IC whole beeves) of 


frozen beef, and from the salting works 155,- 
400 beeves as salt beef, meat extract or jerked

or prairie lands. These lands continue on to 
the east to the vertex of the delta of the Oro- 
noca. 
They comprise about 150,000 square 


miles In Venezuela ana about 120,000 square 
miles }n Colombia. It is the largest 'single 
compact area of high-class natural pasture In 
the world. In the luxuriance of. its grasses it 
Is as far ahead of the pampas lands of Argen- 
tina as are these ahead of the short-grass 
lands of Kansas or Nebraska, it is one im- 


400,000 head for each state. 
As compared 


•with Argentina with Its 30,000,000 beef cattle 
It cau be soon that Mexico is but at the begin- 
ning of tho Industry; in fact, as present the 
country produces but little meat above Us own 
needs, yet It could, on natural pasture alone, 
carry twice the number of cattlo now grazing 
-In Argentina, and could easily supply to tho 
European markets from Its surplus an amount 
of moat twice what the United States has 
even been able to supply from Its surplus. 


South of Mexico In Central America and

country is more thickly settled, a larger pro- 
portion of the land is devoted to agriculture,

ANCIENT'BELLS. 


Tho Elophnnt'o Revongo, 


In the autobiography of Mr. Llndlej 


Murray a passage occurs from which 
It appears that onn of tho clearest 
bends Unit ever engaged In the busi- 
DC33 of analysis was well nigh cracked 
by a simple agent for a small offenso. 
In the year 1771 ho visited the ele- 
phants nt thn queen's palnco and, from 
whatever motive, ventured to with- 
draw a portion of the bay which one 
of them-bad been collecting with bis 
proboscis on tho floor. Tho little af- 
front offended the sagacious animal 
highly. Tlio keeper remarked ttmt he 
would never forgot, and It was obvious 
from 
the rapid convolutions of his 


tmulc that bo only wanted nn oppor- 
tunity to avenge tbe misappropriation 
of bis property on tho spot. Tbe gram- 
marian, however, kopt out of his way, 
probably thinking no more of tbe mat- 
ter, until ho clmuced to revisit tbe 
•amo place after an interval of several 
weeks. On this occasion a number of 
other persons were present, but of the 
whole the elephant singled out his en- 
emy and aimed a desperate blow at his 
head, whicb, fortunately, neither prov- 
ed fatal nor took effect. 


They Wore Often Quadrangular and 


Mado of Thin Iron Plates. 


There are several old bolls In Scot- 


land, Ireland and Wales. The oldest are 
often 
ciiiadrringiilar, being mado of 


thin Iron platen which have been unm- 
mfired and rlvctod together. 
At the 


monastery of St. Call IH Switzerland 
tbe four sided bell of the Irish mission- 
ary St. Call, who lived In tho seventh 
century, IH utlll preserved, but more 
ancient still Is the bell of St. Patrick 
In Belfast, which is ornamented wltli 
gold und KCIIIS and silver filigree work. 


Tho curfow boll Is that about which 


most has borjti written and said. 
It 


has Ijeeii thought tliat It was only UKC'd 
!n England, but It was quite common 
on tlio continent In tlio middle ages. 


The ringing of bells by rope Is still 


very popular In England, especially In 
tho country, where almost every linrn- 
let, however Himill, has It.s church with 
Its pea! of hells, which aro often re- 
markably well rung. 
Tbe first real 


peal of bolls In England was sent by 
I'ope Callxtus III. to King's college, 
Cambridge, and was for 300 years the 
largest peal In England. 
About the 


beginning of Iho year 3500 seta of eight 
bolls were hung In a few of the largo 
churcuos. 


Fn tho middle of the seventeenth cen- 


tury a man named White wrote a fa- 
mous work on bolls In which he Intro- 
duced tuo .system of numbering them 
1, 2, 3, •!, etc:., on slips of paper lu dif- 
ferent orders, uecori!ii:.:r In the changes 
Intended to bo rung, 
it is calculated 


that to dngall the changes upon twen- 
ty-four bulls at two strokes n second 
would tnko 1.17 billion years. 


One of the most famous bolls iu the 


world la the first groat bull of Moscow, 
which now stands In the middle of a 
square lu that city and Is used as a 
chapel. This boll was,cast In 1733, but 
was In tho earth for over a hundred 
years, holnw raised In 183C by Ilia Em- 
poror Nicholas. 
It Is noarly twenty 


feet high, has a circumference of sixty 
foot, is two foot thick and weighs al- 
most 200 tons. 
Tho second Moscow 


boll, which Is tlio largest bell In tho 
world that Is actually lu use, weighs 
V2S tons. There arc; several bolls ex- 
tant which weigh ton tons and over, of 
which Bij,' Hen, the largest boll hi Eug- 
land, weighing between thirteen and 
fourteen tons. Is ono. Big Bon Is un- 
fortunately cracked.—London Globe.

elephant, 


probably at" once the oldest picture 
nnd tho oldest human recor£ In ex- 
istence. 


"\Vc know the cave man "was a faith- 


ful workman, for the melting Ice fields 
of Siberia have yielded n perfect speci- 
men of this extinct mammal, and the 
paleolithic picture Is a true copy. Not 
only hns this ancient sculptor given us 
a sample of. tho earliest art, but he has 
left us, more valuable than all, a his- 
torical record of his time, for this 
rude picture is simply a page from the 
cnve man's history which, translated 
into twentieth century English, snys, 
"Men, 
thinking men, were contempo- 


raneous with, the hairy elephant." 


No record that any of humankind 


have ever left Is half so ancient as 
this. The oldest Egyptian papyrus is 
a thing of yesterday compared to this 
paleolithic sculpture. While the cave 
man was living lu Europe the valley 
of the Nile was yet only n wild waste. 
Egypt was not yot Egypt, and civiliza- 
tion as we Unow It had scarcely made 
n beginning.—IJpplncott's..
